For » week past tho time of our Cir- 


cuit Court has been occupied in tho 
•ritil of n young man, charged with bo- 
ng concerned in tho murder of a pcaco- 
vblo oitixon. The case was ono which 
liad 
created 
a 'profound Hcnsntion 


throughout tho whole county, nnd as 
nearly everybody had formed an opin- 
ion no to tho guilt or innocence of tho 
prisoner tho greatest difficulty wns ex- 
perienced in Dnding jurors qualified to 
sit in judgment upon tho case. As a 
consequence, men hod to bo brought 
from tho most remote pnrts of the coun- 
ty, and, in many cases at considerable 
inconvenience and low to their busincs' 
to act ii.s jurors, 
Something like two 


hundred and filly men wcro thus com- 
pelled to attend tho court for nt least a 


day, 
while tho twelve who were selected 


were kept nwny from their homes nearly 
u week. 


Now, wo do not complain about tho 


inconvenience to which men arc sub- 
jected on account of jury service in 
general, for it in n part of tho price we 
pay for the boon of eivil government, 
and no good citizen should grumble on 
nceount of his liability to such public 
service, but whon tho liability to bo 
Hummonod from business and homo to 
servo upon n jury in increased by tho 
prevalence of a habit which iinikoa crime 
moro frequent, then we Imvo a right, 
nnd it becomes our duty, to cry out 
ngain.st everything which makes that 
habit common and respectable. 


Tho facts in tho caso to which wo 


have referred tiro thoso: 
A innn is 


assaulted nnd killed, and upon the per- 
sons of tho assailant nnd his companion 
are found a revolver, a dirk knife, and 
a pair of brans knuckles. The young 
man whoso trial we have referred to was 
charged with complicity in tho murder, 
becmiso ho was in conipivny with tho 
man who did the killing, and hud in his 
possession one or moro of Iho deadly 
weapons nbovo enumerated.

Im was arrested, and for more than 
seven months lay in the county jail 
—Iho expenses of his imprisonment 
coming out of the pockets of tho respect- 
able people of the county, 
For this, 


moro than two hundred men wore culled 
away from their business nnd families, 
ami for this the lime of tho circuit 
court wns taken up during a whole 
week. 
fn short, because Archibald 


Walton chose to carry about his porsoi: 
n pair of brass knuckles the county of 
Miioon is forced to distribute around 
among jurors, hailills, jailors, etc., not 
less than a thousand dollars of the poo 
plo's money, 


Jt would bo time thrown nway to 


argue the uselcHsncss of this pornici.ons 
habit of carrying deadly weapons.— 
Everybody knows that no decent mnn 
needs nny such moans of defense in this 
community, just as everybody realizes 
that the habit of carrying such weapons 
ia a mark of cowardice more thnn ol 
brnvory. Hut very few people, however, 
seem to appreciate properly the results 
which so frequently flow from this cus- 
tom which, unfortunately, has grown to 
bo so common. 
In tho case to whicl 


we have referred, what would have been 
the result if Forrest nnd Walton, upon 
that evening in December, hud not had 
in thoir possession thoso murderous im- 
plements ? 
In nil probability, nothing 


more than a knock-down and n fuw in- 
significant bruises, 
A murder would 


certainly not have been committed, ami 
wo would not hnvo Imd tho expensive 
1'ixury of tlio trinl which has just closed. 


Tho truth is, young mon and hoys 


have come in consider it n mark of dis- 
tinction to drink, swagger, carry a re- 
volver or dirk, nnd to comport then;

VAKllYING 
WEAPONS. 


For » week past tho time of our (Jir- 


juit Court has been occupied in tho 
•rial of a young man, charged with bo- 
ng concerned in the murder of » pcaco- 
vblo oitixon. 
The case was one which 


liad 
created 
a 'profound sensation 


throughout the whole county, and as 
•loarly everybody had formed an opin- 
ion ao to tlio guilt or innocence of tho 
prisoner tho greatest difficulty was ex- 
perienced in Dnding jurors qualified to 
sit in judgment upon tho case. As a 
consequence, men had to bo brought 
from tho most remote parts of tho coun- 
ty, and, in many cases at considerable 
inconvenience and loss to their bnsincs • 
to act us jurors, 
Something like two 


hundred and filly men woro thus com- 
pelled to attend the court for at least a 
day, while tho twelve who were selected 
were kept away from their homes nearly 
u week. 


Now, wo do not complain about thu 


inconvenience to which men are sub- 
jected on account of jury service in 
general, for it is a part of tho price we 
pay for tho boon of civil government, 
and no good citizen should grnntblc on 
account of liis liability to such public 
service, but when tho liability to bo 
summoned from business and homo to 
serve upon a jury is increased by tho 
prevalence of a habit which makes crime 
more frequent, then wo havo a right, 
and it becomes our duty, to cry out 
against everything which makes that 
habit common and respectable. 


The facts in tho caso to which wo 


have referred arc thoso: 
A man is 


assaulted and killed, and upon the per- 
sons of the assailant and his companion 
are found a revolver, a dirk knife, and 
a pair of brans knuckles. The young 
man whoso trial we havo referred to was 
charged with complicity in tho murder, 
because he was in conipany with the 
man who did the killing, and had in his 
possession one or more of tho deadly 
weapons above enumerated. 
For this 


ho was arrested, and for more than 
seven months lay in the county jail 
—Ihe expenses of his imprisonment 
coming out of the pockets of the respect 


ivble people of the county, 
For this, 


more than two hundred men woro culled 
away from their business and families 
and for (his the lime of the circuit 
court W«H taken up during n whole 
week. 
fn 
.short, because Archibald 


Walton choso to carry about his person 
n pair of brnss knuckles the county of 
Miieon i.s forced to distribute around 
among jurors, lmilil)!s, jailors, etc., not 
less than n thousand dollars of the peo- 
ple's money. 


Jt would bo time thrown away to 


argue the usele.ssness of this pornici.ons 
habit (if carrying deadly weapons.— 
Everybody knows that no decent man 
needs any such means of defense in this 
community, just as everybody realizes 
that tho habit of carrying such weapons 
is a mark of cowardice more than ol 
bravery. 
Hut very few people, however, 


seem to appreciate properly the results 
which NO frequently flow from this cus- 
tom which, unfortunately, has grown to 
bo so common. In the ease to which 
we have referred, what would have been 
the result if Forrest and Walton, upon 
that evening in December, had not had 
in their possession thoso murderous im- 
plomeiits ? 
In nil probability, nothing 


more than a knock-down and n few in- 
significant bruises, 
A murder would 


certainly not have been committed, and 
wo would not have had tho cxponsiv 
1'ixury of tho trial which has jnst closed. 


Tho truth is, young men and boys 


have come to consider it a mark of dis- 
tinetion to drink, swagger, carry a re- 
volver or dirk, mid to comport them- 
selves in other outlandish ways. 
To 


MII IT T them to do all these things is in 
olToet to encourage them and make tho 
highway to crime respectable. 
We have 


statutory enactments for the punish 
ment of micli offences against the public 
murals and tho general safety of the 
community, but in too many instances 
they arc merely a dead letter, and their 
repeated and unquestioned violation has 
contributed in no small degree to create 
that general conlempt fhr all law which 
lit present constitutes one of tho most 
.serious and alarming dangers which 
threaten society 
If our public officers 


were to p.iy u littlo mure attention to tho 
execution of the laws against those 
offences which are now permitted to go 
unchecked, life would bo more sceiin 
society would be le.ss froi|uantly con- 
vulsed over the commission of great 
crimes, courts would bo able to get 
through their labors in far less time 
than is now required, and tho budget of 
public expense would be malciLilly di- 
ninisheil.

passionately devoted to the creed of hu- 
man equality. 
All my life I havo cher- 


ished as a bright hope, and hold the 
avowed living faith of tho dootrine'that 
nil men, without distinetion of color, 
race or nationality, should have com- 
plete liberty and exact equality of all 
the rights I asked for myself.

thoughts, my words, my heart, my 
voted, have boon "consecrated'for more 
than thirty-six years to human rights.

Ma.s,sachnsctss, eight years' service in 
her Legislature, in more than seventeen 
years in tho Senate of the United States, 
in thirteen hundred public addresses, in 
tho press, in speeches, and in writings 
that would fill many volumes, and make 
thousands of pages, 1 have reiterated 
and •re-reiterated those rights for all 
conditions ot men. Is it not, my dear 
sir, passing strange that partisanship 
should blind men to sense, truth, jus- 
tice, and fair play, that they could fore 
go and print abhorrent ficniimcnts, in 
suiting to God and man, and charge 
them on one whoso life has been given 
to tho cause of equal rights, and whoso 
profound sympathies were ever given to 
the friends of liberty of all races and 
nationalities abroad?
